South Bay police chief 
sees changes as positive

Subtle changes are being 
made at the South Bay Police 
Department by a new police 
chief who says his goal is to 
improve the department and 
stay competitive. 

Director of Public Safety and 
Police Chief Danny Jones has 
been on board at South Bay for 
about five months now. During 
that time, he’s had some tough 
decisions to make. One was 
closing the ‘station in the 
evening hours and contracting 
with the Palm Beach County 
Sheriff's Department substa- 
tion in Belle Glade to handle 
incoming calls. 

“This move has allowed us to 
save money. We have taken the 
money we saved and channeled 
it toward salaries to police offi- 
cers,”. said Chief Jones. 

The move freed up the 
salaries of four evening dis- 
patchers so South Bay police 
officers could get raises which 
bringg their salaries in line 
with other police departments 
in the Glades. 

Chief Jones notes that in the 
10 years Chief Roy Humstead 
was at the South Bay Police 
Department, between 100 and 
110 officers rotated through the 
department, most on their way 
to’ higher paying jobs. 

“I've lost four or five just 
since I've been here,” said Chief 


Jones. 

He said most residents 
haven't noticed any difference 
in service if they called the sta- 
tion in the evening because the 
calls are automatically routed 
through the sheriff's depart- 
ment. “This is mutually benefi- 
cial to the South Bay Police 
Department and to the 
Sheriff's Department,” said 
Chief Jones, “because we help 
each other.” 

Residents who do go to the 
South Bay Police Department 
in the evening will notice a new 
gray box containing a red tele- 
phone next to the door with a 
sign telling them what to do. 

“That phone line-rings direct- 
ly to the sheriff's department,” 
said Chief Jones, and help will 
be on the way in a matter of 
minutes. 

Five new officers have been 
hired in the five months Chief 
Jones has been at the station. 
Two were men Chief Jones 
worked with when he was at 
the Pahokee Police Depart- 
ment. Lt. Robert Grande and 
Sgt.- Mike Madden joined. the 
department recently as did offi- 
cers Brook Thomas, : Raul 
Escarra and Beaman : Rich. 
Many of the new officers have 
moved to the city with their 
families to make their home. 

South Bay now has 12 offi- 
cers serving ‘the community. 
“It's my goal to stop the revolv- 
ing door here,” said Chief Jones.

El Nino takes the rap.

£ School teachers, police offi- 
? cers and mothers hear them all 
the time. “The dog ate my 
homework”, “I didn’t see ‘that 
stop sign, officer”, “Mom, I just 
forgot to clean up my room.” 

These are excuses, attempted 
explanations to justify some 
kind ‘of action. We hear them 
all the time in life and now we 
are about to hear a new excuse 
to explain changes in the 
weather. 

Of course, weather forecast- 
ers have always had an abun- 
dance of excuses to explain a 
blown forecast. Despite our use 
of computers, Doppler radar’s 
and satellites, weather fore- 
casting remains an inexact sci- 
ence. 

Mistakes are made so excus- 
es must be offered. The usual 
explanation for that sunny 
forecast suddenly turning 
cloudy and wet is a lack of 
information. The forecast, the 
saying goes, is only as good as 
the information used to formu- 
late it. 

One veteran weather fore- 
caster once told me that pre- 
dicting the weather is a lot like 
playing a baseball game. 
“Sometimes you win, some- 
times you lose,” he said. “And, 
sometimes it rains.” In other 
words, sometimes we have no 
idea why the weather didn't 
turn out they way it was sup- 
posed to. 

Another seasoned forecaster, 
who apparently had his share 
of weather boo-boo's, once told

me that only a “fool would try 
to forecast the weather in 
Florida.” Well, I've felt foolish 
on more than one occasion and 
l've used my share of excuses to 
explain my errors. 

Now, meteorologists from 
coast to coast have reason to 
rejoice, because we all have a 
brand new excuse to cover our 
blunders. It is the El Nino - the 
mother of all excuses. 

The El Nino is the name 
given for the warming of the 
equatorial waters’ off the coast 
of Peru. Every 3 to 5 years, for 
reasons science still can’t 
explain, the waters get very 
warm. This year’s episode is 
huge - the warm waters cover 
an area 1 1/2 times the size of 
the United States. 

This large area of warmer- 
than-normal water creates 
unusual weather patterns 
around the world. This year’s 
El Nino, for example, is being 
blamed for drought in 
Indonesia, Australia and 


Africa, stronger than normal 
hurricanes in the eastern pacif- 


ic and flooding in South 
America. 

It is also predicted to have’a 
big impact on weather in the 
United States - California is 
expecting more storms, the 
Northeast should receive less 
snow and, in Florida, it may be 
a wetter than normal dry sea- 
son. 

“It means that the possibility 
of severe weather is quite real 
during this coming winter and 
spring,” said Jim Lushine, a 
meteorologist with the 
National Weather Service in 
Miami. 

“We could get some very large 
low pressure areas that could 
form tornddoes and severe 
thunderstorms.” 

Then again, maybe we won't. 
Researchers admit they really 
don’t know what this El Nino 
will do to the climate during 
the coming months. “The El 
Nino is probably going to cause 
certain things,” said Lushine. 
“But, as to when and exactly 


. where and to what degree we 


can't be sure.” 

Yet, anytime the weather 
turns wacky or unusual, you 
can be sure that someone will 
blame that quirk in the weath- 
er on the El Nino. 

It is a phrase you will hear 
often during the coming 
months, it is an excuse meteo- 
rologists will use to justify the 
wild weather. 

And, why not? It is certainly 
more original than “the dog ate 
my homework.”

Tie the knot, it's good for your health e

Princess Diana was asked after her separa- 
tion from Prince Charles what effect their mari- 
tal relationship had on-her. “More than I will 
probably ever know,” she responded. 

Marriage is that way for many of us. It mat- 
ters more than you can imagine. Marriage and 
diverce can and do influence every aspect of our 
lives - emotional stability, physical health and 
even outlook ôn life. 

Although marriage has been around as, long 
as man and woman, historians trace the earliest 
known written marriage contracts to Sumeria, 
around 2000 B.C. These marriages establishe&® 

“a pattern which was until very recently observ- 
able in most parts of the World,” says history 
Professor J.M. Roberts at Oxford University. 
The leaders of Sumeria encouraged the spread 
of this new institution because they found it 
gave them better-motivated soldiers and civil 
servants and promoted social stability. 

In modern-day America we see the same 
fruits of marriage. Dr: Robert H. Combs, profes- 
sor of Biobehavioral Sciences at UCLA, has 
reviewed more than 130 published empirical 


studies measuring how marital status affects , 


personal well-being. He concluded that the sci- 
entific investigations “attest that married peo- 
ple live lénger and generally. are more emotion- 
ally and physically healthy than the ünmar- 
ried.” How can this be? 

Well, for example, a recent study in the Social 
Science Quarterly found that of all the variables. 
analyzed, divorce had the strongest relationship 
to the suicide rate arid marriage the weakest. 
F (Never-married adults came out in the middle.) 
The Centers for Disease Control in an article 
‘published in the American Journal of Public. 
Health found married people three times less 
likely. to commit suicide than those who had 


been divorced, and half as likely as those who 


~ had never been married. 


But the power of marriage goes beyond psy- 
chological health. it actually enhances physical 
health.Linda Wait, and eminent social demog- 
rapher at the University òf Chicago, came to 
some startling conclusions in an-extensive 1995 
study. She found that a married man with heart 


‘disease can be expected to live, on average 


1,400 days longer than an unmarried man with 
a healthy heart. This longer life expectancy was 
even more pronounced for the married man who 
has cancer or is 20 pounds overweight as com- 
pared to his healthy.unmarried counterpart. 
Professor Harold Morowitz of Yale University 
came to a similar conclusion. He found that 
“being divorced and a nonsmoker is slightly less 
dangerous than smoking a pack-a day, and stay- 
ing married.” When asked what this means in 
real life,”he jokingly said, “If a man’s marriage 
is driving him-to. heavy smoking, hé has a deli- 
cate statistical decision to make.” : 
Disease also seems to curiously stay away 
more from married people. Walter Gove of 
Vanderbilt University found that divorced men 
were 9:27 times more likely to die from a dis- 
ease than their married counterparts; while 
divorced women were 3. ë times more likely than 


_married women. 


If good mental and physical health i is not? 
enough, consider this:' Contrary to the Hugh 
Hefner philosophy, studies show that married 


‘people are generally more-sexually satisfied 


than singles or those divorced. (Maybe Hugh 
figured this out. Remember, even he got mar- 
ried a few years back.) Edward Laumann, John

“There are many things you 
can do to help protect mana- 
tees while enjoying recreation- 
al ` watersports,” says 
Thompson. “A good rule of 
thumb is to remain at a dis- 
tance when you sight a mana- 
tee. It’s the best way to protect 
manatees, and by quietly 
observing them you will get a 
rare opportunity to bee the 
natural behavior of these 
unique animals.” Other mana- 
tee protection tips include: 

*Watch for posted speed 
zone signs and don’t enter des- 
ignated manatee sanctuaries. 

*Don’t discard fishing line, 
hooks, or trash into the water. 

*Look, but don’t touch.

In the past several years, 
physical therapists have begun 
using an approach developed 
by.Robin McKenzie, an interna- 
tionally knowrivphygiotherapist 
from New Zealand, for the 
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treatment of patients with 
mechanical LBP and have been 
pleased with the results. The 
basic principle of this approach 
is that lumbar motion can 
increase or decrease the extent 
of a patient’s problem 

During the evaluation, the 
patient is guided through a 
series of predetermined, 
repeated, end range spinal 
movements. As this is complet- 
ed, the patiént’s assessment of 
his/her most distal symptoms 
are closely monitored. Motions 
which reduce and centralize 
the most distal symptoms are 
seen ab beneficial, while those 
which increase distal symp- 
toms are detrimental.

patient is instructed in a pro- 
gram which concentrates on 
this activity. Equal emphasis is 
placed on avoiding positions 
which peripheralize symptoms 
by modifying seating, stanging, 
and laying posture, as well as 
correcting general posture and 
body mechanics. 

This treatment program is 
guided by patient response to 
position and motion. Therefore 
the patient remains actively 
involved in his/her care. Rather 
than relying on the health care 
provider to”do something to 
take the pain away”, the 
responsibility. for daily care is 
placed back onto’the patient.

Florida is one of 
the fastest growing states in 
the U.S., and loss of habitat is 
one of the most serious threats 
facing manatees today. 

“Although manatees are 
endangered by human actions,@ 
they are also dependent upon 
future human action for sur- 
vival” states the Governor's 
proclamation, Because human- 
related manatee deaths are 
preventable, this area is the 
most: logical place to begin in 
order to reduce mortalities. 
“There are many things you 
can do to help protect mana- 
tees while enjoying recreation- 
al watersports,” says 
Thompson. “A good rule of 
thumb is to remain at a dis- 
tance when you sight a mana- 
tee. It’s the best way to protect 
manatees, and by quietly 
observing them you will get a 
rare opportunity to see the 
natural behavior of these 
unique animals.” Other mana- 
tee protection tips include: 

*Watch for posted speed 
zone signs and don’t enter des- 
ignated manatee sanctuaries. 

*Don't discard fishing line, 
hooks, or trash into the water. 

*Look, but don’t touch. 
Resist the urge to feed mana- 
tees or give them water. 

*Wear polarized sunglasses 
to help see manatees below the 
surface of the water. e 

*When boating, stay in deep 
water channels. Avoid running 
your motor over seagrass beds. 

*Look for the manatee's 
snout, back, tail, or flipper in 
the water. A swirl or flat spot 
signals a manatee may be 
swimming below,

Lake Okeechobee is at the 
center of the Kissimmée- 
Okeechobee-Everglades (KOE) 
ecosyätem and often is referred 
to as “the liquid heart of south 
Florida”. This second largest 

y freshwater lake wholly within 
the United States is relied 
upon to satisfy a diversity of 
water supply needs. 

Five communities surround- 
ing the lake receive drinking 
water supplies directly-from 
Lake Okeechobee. Water from 
the lake also is delivered via 
the Central & Southern 
Florida Flood Control Project 
to the heavily populated lower 
east coast to recharge well- 
fields and prevent saltwater 

finteision. 

The Everglades Agricultural 
Area (EAA), ‘consisting of 
700,000 acres of rich farm land 
immediately south of the lake, 
provides much of the nation’s 
winter vegetables ‘and’ sugar 
and relies on Lake Okeechobee 
for irrigation needs. Lake 
Okeechobee also provides 
water to the Everglades 0 the 
Water Conservation Areas and 
to Everglades National Park.
